Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which 
forms the basis for all obviousness rejections set forth in this 
Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically 
disclosed or described as set forth in section 102 of this title, if the 
differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior 
art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at 
the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the 
art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be 
negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Clarke GB 2,225,038 in view of Pylant 
6,412,235. Clarke discloses a shaft (10), a box (11) with a 
floor (12), four side walls (13-16) with tow of the walls), 
defining bottom edges (see figure below) , at least one pair of 
parallel spaced flanges (22 and 23) . Pylant discloses all of 
the limitations of the claimed invention except for at least one 
helical blade and the bottom side of the slots is defined by the 
said floor. Pylant teaches that it is known to have helical 
blades (12) . It would have been obvious to one having ordinary 
skill in the art at the time of the invention to have included 
the helical blades at taught by Pylant for the purpose of 
facilitating driving the shaft into the ground. It would have 
been an obvious matter of design choice to have made the bottom 
side of said slots being defined by the said floor, since such a 
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modification would have involved a mere change in the shape of a 
component. A change in shape is generally recognized as being 
within the level of ordinary skill in the art since the 
applicant has not shown how the chosen shape is critical.
